East Palatka had up to 1 inch 
but most of the Hastings pota- 
to area received only very 
light amounts to none at all. 
Sunday, the 7th, was very 
windy, drying top-soils quick- 
ly and whipping foliage. 

Beans, cabbage, lettuce, and 
squash shipments declined. 
Beans will continue principal- 
ly from North Florida as Pom- 
pano nears completion. The 
Everglades are harvesting light 
supplies. Pole beans are avail- 
able at Plant City and in Gad- 
sden County. 

Celery harvest is expected to 
start a gradual decline after 
this week in the important 
Everglades; Sarasota may fin- 
ish this week; Oviedo is ex- 
pected to continue through 
May; but Zellwood and Island 
Grove are expected to harvest 
through June, Quality is good 
and sizes are favorable, 

Sweet corn harvest is in its 
peak level in the Everglades— 
the only source this week 
Shipments at 887 carlots were 
up from the previous week's 
693. Zellwood corn is in good 
condition, and is expected to 
make a light start next week. 
The 6,881,000 crates expect- 
ed is 7 percent less than the 
amount maketed last spring 
June production is expected 
primarily from Central Flor- 
ida.

Florida continues to deterio- 
raté 'ánd the area is classed as 
expetienceing severe drought. 

Pastures on high sand land 
are providing very little graz- 
108. Lower and usually wet 
areás are furnishing the bulk 
of the available grazing and, 
although considerable acreage 
is close cropped, many pas- 
tures still carry a reserve of 
range feed. Cattlemen that are 
experiencing severe drought 
those whose ranges are over- 
stocked and many of these are 
smaller operations. Supple- 
ments feeding has occurred in 
some localities but is not gen- 
eral. 

Water for range cattle із 
currently the most critical pro- 
Мет for producers. Ponds, 
creeks and ditches, and some 
wells are drying. This is forc- 
ing moving cattle, digging of 
watering holes and deepening 
of wells to supply stock wat- 
er. In low lands surface wat- 
er has dropped and wells have 
reduced flow. This has cur- 
tailed irrigation on all except 
a few well situated pastures. 

C; i: and calves are gener- 
ally in good to fair condition. 
Cattle that came out of the 
winter in poor condition have 
not improved. Those in good 
condition have. been satisfac- 
torily maintained on the graz- 
ing available. The bulk of the 
calves are making satisfactory 
growth and development. 
There is no evidence of signi- 
ficant mortality іп calves ог 
cattle. 

Financially, cattlemen are 
experiencing increased сон 
for stock water and the add- 
ed cost of supplemental feed- 
ing, where necessary. Ade- 
quate rains in May will allow 
recovery of pastures and range 
to normal condition. If rains 
are not received in May, con- 
ditions can become very cri- 
tical.

April, 1967, is the driest 
month on record in the sugar 
cane area of south Florida, 
said С. М, Pitzen, Meteorolog. 
ist for the United States Sugar 
Corporation, Clewiston 

Pitzen's information was re- 
ported by the Florida Sugar 
Cane League Newsletter. 

Pitzen's records, the News- 
letter said, “shows the area a- 
round Lake Okeechobee re. 
ceived an average of only .03 
to .04 inches of rainfall dur- 
ing April. The normal expect- 
ancy (30 year average) is 
between 3.3 and 
3.5 inches for April. 

In addition to the extreme- 
ly dry April, rainfall during 
March was also considerably 
below normal. 

As a result of this dry 
weather, cane growth has been 
slowed during the first few 
months of the growing season. 
Several farmers report, һом- 
ever, that much of the cane 
has stooded quite Well and 
that stands are on the average 
quite good.

Marketing of sugarcane for 
ihe production of sugar from 
acreages within individual 
farm shares is one of the con- 
ditions producers must meet ot 
qualify for Sugar Act pay- 
ments. 

Total quota for the Main- 
Jand Cane area is 1,100,000: 
tons, the Florida Sugar Cane 
League Newsletter reports. Al- 
though the yield for 1966 and 
1967 crops varied greatly, 
acreage was approximately the 
same as in 1966. Acreage for 
Florida totals 198,000 and for 
Louisiana, 317,000 acres. 

Marketing allotments,” the 
Newsletter continues “for 1967 
for Mainland Cane processors 
were revised upwards on Apr 
14, 1967. The increase raises 
total sugar allotments for all 
factories to 1,045,932 tons of 
95% of the area's basic quota 
of 1,100,000 tons. Temporary 
quotas totaling approximately 
880,000 tons, or generally an 
allotment for each process 
equal to 80% of his 1966 
quota, have been in effect sin- 
ce Jan. 1, 1967. 

“Тһе U. 5. Department of 
Agriculture on April 19 іп- 
creased the amount of foreign 
sugar permitted to be brought 
into the United States. The in- 
crease marked the third time 
this year that second quarter 
quotas have been increased. 
It now stands at 1,225,000 
tons.
